Tampoco se ha dado ningún infor¬ 
me con relación a la Casa del Mexicano, que 
fué adquirida en 1953, ubicada en la calle Ro¬ 
yal número 426 y que ha sido vendida. Se ha 
comprado otra en la Avenida Drake número 
690. A quien se le informó en cuanto se ven¬ 
dió la casa de Royal? En cuanto se compró 
y quien autorizó la compra de la casa de 
Drake? A nombre de quien esta esta pro¬ 
piedad? Las personas que inicialmente com¬ 
praron el inmueble, lo hicieron con el fin de 
que estuviera al servicio de la Colonia Mexi¬ 
cana y no de ningún individuo en particular. 

Los estatutos por los cuales se rigen 
las Comisiones Honoríficas, (como la presi¬ 
dida por el Sr. Ulloa, que durante todo el 
tiempo tuvo como base para su existencia y 
que este señor trató de incorporar, sin ha¬ 
berlo logrado) dicen: Que al terminar en sus 
funciones los oficiales, deberán entregar el 
efectivo, las pertenencias y las propiedades 
de la Comisión a los nuevos oficiales; cosa 
que hasta la fecha no se ha llevado a cabo, a 
pesar de las instrucciones que para tal efec¬ 



to han recibido del Consulado General de Mex¬ 
ico en San Francisco. 

Con esto queda aclarado, que la RE¬ 
ORGANIZACION de la Comisión Honorífica 
Mexicana, sí se debió a dificultades de orden 
económico, que no hacen otra cosa, que lle¬ 
nar de vergüenza nuestra nacionalidad, ante 
las otras nacionalidades. 

Las transaciones, movimientos de 
fondos y capital en existencia, de organiza¬ 
ciones de carácter popular, como las Comi¬ 
siones Honoríficas, no deben ser secreto pa¬ 
ra nadie y es deber de los oficiales dar in¬ 
formes completos y pormenorizados de los 
ingresos, egresos y capital en efectivo. En 
la misma forma lo referente al inventario de 
muebles, enseres y bienes inmuebles. La 
responsabilidad de presentar estos informes, 
recaé directamente en el presidente y el te¬ 
sorero, (en este tipo de organizaciones) si 
estos saben sus obligaciones y respetan la 
propiedad ajena. Los oficiales de menor je¬ 
rarquía, tienen responsabilidad secundaria, 
pero en ningún caso directa, como el presi¬ 
dente y el tesorero. 

En su artículo, dice usted tener en su 
poder, sendas copias de sus reportes, si es¬ 
to es verdad, es de sumo interes para usted, 
por que su actuación como tesorera quedará 
inmaculada. Aunque no dudo de su honorabi¬ 
lidad como tesorera, lo cierto es que en sus 
reportes de finanzas, nunca se dió a conocer 
el destino dado a los saldos favorables, men¬ 
cionados en sus informes de los dineros que 
entraron en las fiestas patrias. Esto quedara 
fuera de toda duda si nos autoriza para que 
un contador público titulado, acompañado de 
un auditor, hagan una revisión y reporte de 
esas sendas copias que usted conserva, en 
esa forma todos quedaremos enterados y de¬ 
mostrara la indudable honradez de su actua¬ 
ción. 

Como tesorera de la Comisión Hono¬ 
rífica Mexicana y según los estatutos, tiene 
que entregar al Consulado o al tesorero ac¬

En suma se puede decir, que desgra¬ 
ciadamente hasta este momento, las dificul¬ 
tades por las que se tuvo que REORGANIZAR 
la Comisión Honorífica, indudablemente son 
de carácter económico a la vez que dicipli- 
nario.

es de la Casa del Mexicano (Royal 426) Qué 
tanto entraba por concepto de rentas. Usted 
misma vivió en la mencionada casa y sería 
oportuno mencionar cuanto pagaba de renta. 
La falta de estos informes y la falta al cump¬ 
limiento de los estatutos que los rigieron 
hasta Diciembre de 1966, es la causa de esta 
división. 

Aún después de la celebración de las 
Fiestas Patrias de Septiembre de 1966, los 
antiguos oficiales se consideraron bajo los 
auspicios del Consulado General de México 
en San Francisco, como lo demuestra el pa¬ 
pel membretado que usaron hasta Diciembre 
de 1966 y el hecho de haber invitado al Consul 
General de México para que asistiera como 
invitado de honor. 

Mientras no se pase una auditoría de 
los informes de cada fiesta, en los que solo 
se consigna la utilidad y la pérdida, sin men¬ 
cionar en que se empleaban las utilidades, se 
revise el inventario y la Casa del Mexicano 
quede registrada como propiedad de la Colo¬ 
nia Mexicana, este espinoso y desagradable 
asunto seguirá adelante. Hasta que se pongan 
en claro estas diferencias económicas, la 
Colonia Mexicana estará ofuscada, se haran 
tergiversaciones, habrá suspicacias y un cú¬ 
mulo de falsedades, sobre el multimencio- 
nado, desagradable y espinoso asunto.
